When asked what he intended t do with 
the stamps, he replied:

I would have converte¢/them to 
my own use in some way.“ 

Boling is about 45 years old, of good ad- 
dress, and resides with his wife and family 
at 4116 West Belle place. He stated that 
he came to St. Louis last December from 
Peoria, III., where he had been employed 
for a number of years as eashier for King- 
man & Co., manufacturers of agricultural 
implements. 

The answers to his advertisement, num- 
bering about 300, were taken to the Four 
Courts and opened. Each was found to 
be from an applicant for the supposed 
position, and each contained a 2cent 
stamp, as directed. The answers were prin- 
cipally from St. Louls. 

Boling was held by Chief 
pending an investigation. 

About noon he was taken to the Federal 
Building before the Grand Jury at the 
request of Post Office Inspector Johnson, 
who claims that — his act Boling has 
violated the Unit States postal laws.

LIGHT AND AIR. 


Judge Withrow Holds That Property 
Has No Right Thereto. 


An interesting opinion involving the title 
to light and air was rendered by Judge 
Withrow in the case of Joseph H. Kleine 
against Augusta Sthrodick. The defendant 
owned three adjoining lots on St. Louis 
avenue. She resided on the western lot and 
conveyed the eastern lot, which contained a 
one-story brick house, to the plaintiff to use 
as a horse shoeing shop. The western wall 
of this house had four windows overlooking 


the middle lot, which was vacant. For two 

ears the parties were on friendly terms. 
— after this plaintiff's wife and Mrs. 
Sthrodick became bitter enemies. The de- 
fendant claimed that, Mrs. Kleine having 
repeatedly abused and villified her through 
the four windows opening on the vacant lot 
owned by her, she caused the openings to be 
closed by placing boards against them. The 
shop was so darkened as to render it unfit 
for horse shoeing and Kleine sued to recov- 
er the cost incurred in placing a sky-light 
in the roof and for damages. 

The judge said that the tendency of late 
years has been against the doctrine of gain- 
ing a prescriptive right to the enjoyment of 
light and air, as an easement appurtenant 
to an estate, on the ground that it is incom- 
patible with the conditions of a country 
which is undergoing radical and rapid 
changes in the progress of its growth. 
Judgment was therefore rendered in favor 
of the defendant. 

Numerous authorities were cited by the 
Judge.

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JUSTICE JACKSON. 


His Presence Would Not Have Modified 
the Income Tax Decision.

JACKSON, Tenn., April 17.—The Post-

TELEGRAPHING PICTURES. 


An Experiment in California Which 
Proved a Success. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, April 17.—The 
first experiment in telepraphing pictures for 
a long distance was made by the Call last 
night, when an outline picture of the entry 
of the Queen of the Fiesta at Los Angeles 


was wired from the latter place to this 
city. The experiment was successful. 
Charles Willoughby of this city is the in- 
ventor of this scheme. 

The inventor believes his idea to be most 
valuable in newspaper work or in the police 
or secret service. If the success of the 
process is demonstrated he will establish 
agencies in this city, Chicago, New York 
and Washington. A good picture, he says, 
can be sent at the cost and in about the 
space of 250 words. It should, if sent by an 
expert and not too elaborate, take no longer 
than half an hour to send and reproduce a 
drawing. 

The picture is drawn upon a paper ruled 
off into small squares, each about one- 
tenth of an inch in diameter. Each vertical 
line is numbered along the upper margin 
and each horizontal line is lettered down 
the slate. Every square is, therefore, iden- 
tified with a number and a letter and its 
location is where the two lines designated 
eross each other. With the original draw- 
ing before him, the operator describes the 
course of the lines from point to point and 
the message contains only as many signs 
or combinations as there are changes in the 
direction of the lines forming the picture. 
This description being recéived at the other 
end of the wire, the lines described are 
simply reproduced upon a similarly ruled 
surface. 


PROPOSED NEW STATE. 


To Be Formed Out of Slices of Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and Michigan. 


CHICAGO, IIL, April 17.—A special from 
West Superior, Wis., says: It is seriously 
proposed here to create a new State by 
taking a part of the three States of Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and Michigan, which will 


be known as the State of “Superior,” or 
the “Mineral State.“ What is aimed at 
particularly is to place the three great iron 
ranges, the Vermillion, the Mesaba and the 
Gogebic, in one State, go that the interests 
of none of them could be injured by con- 
flicting slation and all might be treated 
from the same basis. 

Should the new State, which would be the 
forty-fifth of the Union, be considered at 
all, it would have the additional advantage 
of solving the difficulties of long standing 
between Duluth and Superior, for, both 
cities being in the same State, their in- 
terests would be in the main almost identi- 
cal, At least there would be no State line 
to Vex and complicate their relations. 

The new State would be one of the richest 
in wealth in the Union, it would have more 
than 500 miles of water front and contain 
The Head of the Lakes“ harbor, which 
is the gateway for the trade and commerce 
of the entire northwestern country. Agita-

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THE ALLIANCE IN THE EAST, 


The conclusion of an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance between Japan and China 
may mean more to the Western world 
than appéars on the surface. 

With the experience of Japan before 
our eyes it is not safe to assume that 
China is not capable of a revival of en- 
ergy, a reawakening of national purpose 
anda desiretotake partinthegameof in- 
ternational politics. Japan was brought to 
her senses by a humiliating defeat which 
taught her that race pride is mere van- 
ity unless sustained by the exercise of 
clear intelligence and virile force. 

Her condition thirty years ago was not 
esentially different from that of China 
to-day. She was steeped in self-satisfac- 
tion born of ignorance, and it_required a 
few shots from Occidental cannon to teach 
her that nations must go forward if they 
do not wish to go backward and become a 
prey to the cupidity of enterprising neigh- 
bors. There is no reason to believe that 
China cannot learn the same lesson and 
profit by it.

Atty.-Gen. Walker says he cannot pro- 
ceed against the Bridge and Terminal 
Combine of St. Louls because the anti- 
trust law of 1891 does not empower him 
to initiate proceedings against trusts or 
pools. 

Surely Atty.-Gen. Walker knows that 
there is another law in the statute books 
specially prohibiting railroad combina- 
tions and pools which not only empowers 
but commands him to take independent 
action against the parties to such illegal 
combinations and pools. Sec. , page 
649, of the Revised Statutes of Missouri 
says: a 

It shall be unlawful for any railroad 
company, corporation or individual own- 
ing. operating or managing any railroad in 
the State of Missouri, to enter into any 
contract, combination or association, or by 
any manner of means whatever, consolidate 
the stock, property or franchises of such 
company, corporation or individual, or to 
lease or purchase the works or franchises 
of, or in any way whatever to any degree 
exercise control over, any railroad com- 
pany, corporation or individual owning or 
having under his or their control or man- 
agement a parallel or competing line in 
this State, but each and every such rail- 
road hall be run, operated and 
managed separately by its own officers and 
agents; and be dependent for ita support on 
its own earnings from its local and through 
business in connection with other roads, 
and the facilities and accommodations it 
shall afford the public for travel and trans- 
portation under fair and open competition. 

The law makes it the special duty of 
the Rallroad Commissioners to enforce 
this statute and gives them ample powers

Within historic times the value of silver 
relatively to gold has greatly changed. In 
antiquity, local conditions governed entire- 
ly, there were as many values to silver as 
there were See 1 gradually. 
ualized these diffe ces. 
e encyclopaedia tells us that in ancient 
Arabia silver was worth as much as 


gold. 

According to the relative production of the 
two metals, countries appreciated or de- 
preciated silver. In Asia, a gold-producing 
country, silver was higher in estimation 
than in Europe, of which silver was the pe- 
culiar production. This estimation in Asia 
prevailed until within a recent period. As 
late as the seventeenth century gold and 
silver were valued equally in Japan. 

The earliest record of ratio is found in- 
scribed at Karnak, the tribute lists of Thut- 
mosis, 1600 B. C., giving 13.33 to 1. The Bri- 
tannica tells us that the same ratio is shown 
by cuneiform inscriptions on ancient Per- 
sian coins and that Xenophon reported its 
existence in 400 B. C. With the we of 
the Christian era silver 53 4 ted with 
relation to gold. In 189 B. C. both Greeks and 
Romans had a ratio of 10 to 1. Upon Caesar’s 
return to Rome there was a temporary re- 
lative superabundance of gold and the ratio 
fell to 7% to 1. A century later the ratio of 
12% to 1 was fixed, It so remained for nearly 
two centuries. 

At the end of the fifteenth century the 
ratio established by Spain was 10% to L 
Half a century later, the plunder of Amer- 
ica being principally in gold, the wealth of 
the Potosi silver mines not being as yet 
known, Spain, which country then monopo- 
lized the supplies of precious metals, raised 
the legal value of gold to 13% to 1. Another 
century made Portugal the arbiter, as into 
its coffers flowed a stream of gold from 
Brazil, Japan and the East Indies. In 1688 for 
the first time ap red the now celebrated 
figures 16 to 1. en came another change, 
The placers of Brazil were exhausted, the 
Orient had been fully plundered, Portugal 
had lost its importance. Spain again con- 
trolled the ratio, and in 1755, her colonial 
p be chiefly silver, she raised the 
relative value of the white metal to 15% tol 
for Europe, allowing it to remain at the 
Portuguese ratio for her American colonies. 
France had had since 1726 a ratio of her 
own, 1 to 1. In 1785 she adopted the Span- 
ish relation—15½ to 1. 

Since then, with brief breaks, these two 
ratios have existed.

CONTROL OF THE BALL. 


Why Pitchers Are Erratic Early in 
the Season. 

Long John Healy says a pitcher cannot be 
given tco much work in the spring, that 
is, if the weather be not too cold, and his 
arm can stand the strain. “It gives a man 
perfect control of the ball,“ says Healy. 
Every year a great many games are lost 
early in the spring by the wildness of 
twirlers, who have not practiced suffi- 
ciently. Like a race horse, it takes actual 
work to condition a ball player, and to get 
perfect control of the 12 a pitcher must 
steady his aim at the plate b y constant prac- 
tice. By this work, he also hardens his 
muscles, and improves his speed.

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Beef took another jump of 2 cents on Tues- 
day and before May 1 will go still higher. If 
the price keeps on climbing no less than half 
a hundred restaurants will have to close 
their doors before the first of June. 

The meat combine—Armour, Morris and 
Swift, the Big Three“ -i responsible for 
this deplorable “condition of affairs. The 


outlandish prices named by the trust have 
squeezed every butcher, Urant and 
@otel keeper within the past thirty days un- 
til it has demonstrated that the meat com- 
bine is a worse monopoly by far than ever 
the Standard Oil octopus dared be. It is far- 
ther reaching and when it applies the screws 
to squeeze out a little bigger fit day after 
day the result is felt in every home in Amer-~ 


ica. 
The 15,000,000 families in the United States 
are each and everyone directly interested in 
every move of this soulless combine to extort 
morè money from the people. d lou- 
larly is this true of the poorer and middle 
classes, the workingmen and the unem- 
ployed. Many of them who have been used 
to having meat at least once every day can- 
not afford to have it more than once or 


twice a week and hundreds of the less fortu- 


nate have not tasted a bite of the precious 
food since the combine degan to.force up 
prices over a month ago, . 

Up to a few days ago the retail butchers 
who buy from the combine did not raise the 
price on beef to their customers, thinking 
the increase was only tem ry and that 

2 would find their level in a few days. 
They were afraid to advance the price, too, 
for fear they would lose their trade. But 
finally the pressure became too great for the 
butchers, and then, as prices assumed a 
general upward tendency, every family in 
‘this city and in every town and hamlet 
throughout the country began to: feel the 
tremendous power of this octopus-lke, soul- 
less combine. 

Armour, Morris and Swift are the three 
greatest meat men in the United States, 
and together ey. control the meat busi- 
ness in America. They purchase and sell 90 

er cent of the meat product of the United 

tates and by working in unison they are 
able to control not only the prices to be 
paid for d meat, but also the cattle 
markets. I er words, they can force a 
stock-ra farmer to accept unreason- 
ably low p for cattle and force people 
to pay outrageously high prices for meat. 
The farmer, the stock-raiser, the commis- 
sion merchant, the shipper, the resta- 
rauteur, the hotel-keeper, the boarding- 
house keeper, and, in fact, nearly every 
man, woman and thild who eats or serves 
meat in the United States is forced to pay 
tribute to the three men who control the 
meat business. 

In order to get matters in this shape Ar- 
mour, Morris and Swift have spent $60,- 
000,000 and twenty years of active work and 
study of the meat business. 

One of the most historic fights the Beef 
Trust ever had was that with the butcher 
and slaughter-homse keepers of Missouri in 
1884 and 1885. Up to the advent of the trust 
in St. Louis the meat trade had always 
been in the hands &nd under the control of 
local butchers. There were abattoirs where 
cattle were slaughtered, and in the smaller 
towns of the State ‘butchers killed their 
own cattle and supplied the meat direct to 
the consumers. 

The Beef Trust attempted to do busi- 
ness with the St. Louis butchers, who, 
having a wholesome dread of the qom- 
bine born of well-founded stories of its 
rapacity and octopus-like poligy, refused 
absolutely to patronize it. The result was 
a meat war in this city and all the other 
large cities of the State. The trust opened 
shops in contiguity to the old-established 
places and, we them with beef from 
its Chicago headquarters, began selling it at 
less than cost. The finest steaks were sold 
at 10 cents a pound, and naturally the con- 
sumers bought their food where it was 
cheapest. 

This triumvirate is in reality a trust, and 
yet its methods differ widely in many re- 
spects from the pular idea of what con- 
stitutes a trust. Phere is no combination of 
the business of ‘the three firms under one 
management, Each eonducts his own busi-

You can imagine the effect 
of this on a house like mine, where we serve 
A regular dinner for o cents. Our short 
order checks probably average double that 
amount, but 1 don’t know what we will all 
Go if beef keeps out of sight like it is now.“ 

The Levee hash-houses and the beaneries 
Along Sixth street, Chestnut and Market, 
where dinner is served for 15 cents, are in a 

predicament, and unless relief comes 
they will have to close their doors. Moser’s, 

ick’s and other straight 25 cent houses 
are at their wits’ end to know how to cir- 
cumyent the increased demand for meat, 
coming as it has simultaneously with the rob- 
ber prices.“ 


MAMMOTH NEW BUILDING. 


Simmons Hardware Co.’s New Home in 
Course of Erection. 


The plans have been perfected and work 
on the foundation commenced near Ninth 
and Spruce streets for the large mercantile 
building to be occupied by the Simmons 
Hardware Co. This deal was practically 


closed about a month ago, as published at 
the time in the Post-Dispatch. The lease 
of the Simmons Hardware Co. on its present 
site has still a few years to run, but the 
advantages of railroad facilities in the vi- 
cinity of the new building induced them to 
make the change. The building is being 
erected by the Cupples Realty Co. and will 
cost im the neighborhood of $150,000. The 
terms are the same at which all the Cup- 
ples property is occupied, viz., a ninety- 
nine-year lease.

The building will be de- 
signed much after the pattern of the bulld- 
ings composing the Cupples block and will 
be constructed of pressed brick, stone and 
iron. The building will be ready for occu- 
pancy late in the fall.

This 
building on Spruce street will be used 
strictly for wholesale purposes.
